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ABSTRACT 

Included in this annotated bibliography are over 150 
books, chapters in books, and journal articles dealing with Jewish 
women and Jewish feminism. Only English language sources have been 
cited, and the majority of titles focus on the experience of Jewish 
women in the United States. Most of the items included were published 
in the 1970 *s and 1980 *s. The bibliography is organized into eight 
parts: Background Sources; History; Jewish Religious Life and 
Tradition; Biography, Autobiography, Diaries, Letters, Oral History; 
Literature (fiction, poetry, and literary criticism); Contemporary 
Jewish Feminism and Lesbian Feminism (including works on 
anti-Semitism in the women's movement); Reference Sources; and 
Periodicals. The addresses of some of the publications are also 
included.
